SUBJECT: Design Review Panel 


Seven potential developers have received the 
disposition package for Parcel 12 in the Government Center 
Project. The approved disposition policy provides for a 
design review panel. It will be the responsibility of the 
design review panel to review the design submissions and make 
comments and recommendations on them to the Authority. 


The proposed panel would consist of three members. 
I should like to recommend for Authority approval Pietro 
Belluschi, Dean, MIT School of Architecture, Harry Weese, 
practicing architect from Chicago, and Vincent G. Kling of 
Philadelphia. 


I would propose that the panel members be compensated 
at the rate of $200 per day plus travel expenses. I would 
anticipate that the review would take a minimum of one day and 
a maximum of three, 


The submissions will be received by November 1, and 
I believe the panel should be ready to act very soon after that 
date.

PIETRO BELTUSCHI, ARCHITECT 


Pietro Belluschi was born in Italy. Je graduated from the 
Tniversity of Rome in 1922 and from Cornell University in 192). 


In 1925 Belluschi went to Pa@tland, Orecon, where he remained 
until January 1951 when he assumed his duties as Dean of the 
School of Architecture and Planning at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 


Belluschi was appointed a member of the National Commission 

of Fine Arts by President Truman and later an adviser to the 
State Department on the design of foreign buildings. He was 

a consultant to the Secretary of the Air Force on the new Air 
Academy and a member of the Board of Consultants for the Lincoln 
Center for the Performing Arts in New York City and has been 
commissioned to design the Juilliard School of Music building. 
He has served as architect or professional consultant to a 
score of institutions of learning and adviser on urban renewal 
to many cities on both coasts. He has served as Architect in 
Residence at the American Academy in Rome. 


Mr. Belluschi has designed several hundred commercial and 
residential structures in the last thirty-seven years and 
received many awards. 


He served as president of the Oregon chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects for two years and was elevated to 
Fellowship of the A.I.A. in 198. He was a trustee of the 
Portland Art Museum and from 197-8, the president of its Board. 
He is now a member of the Board of Trustees of the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts, He is a Fellow the American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences, an Academician of the National Academy of Design, a 
Fellow of the Danish Royal Academy of Fine Arts, a Trustee of 
the American Federation of Arts, and a Life Member of the 
National Institute of Arts and Letters,

HARRY _WEESE 


Harry Weese, a 1961 recipient of a Fellowship for 
Design from the American Institute of Architects, 
began his architectural career in the Midwest where 
he was born. In 1940 he set up an office with 
Benjamin Baldwin in Kenilworth, Illinois. Together 
they won a first prize and two mentions in the Museum 
of Modern Art Organic Competition. Mr. Weese spent 
the year 1946 in the office of Skidmore, Owings and 
Merrill in Chicago. He is presently registered in 
twelve states and the District of Columbia. 


After two years of study at Yale University and 
abroad, Mr. Weese went on to receive his Bachelor of 
Architecture degree from M.I.T. in 1938. The same 
year he was awarded a Fellowship in City Planning at 
Cranbrook Academy of Art with Eliel Saarinen. He 
returned to M.I.T. as Research Assistant on Housing 
under John E. Burchard. 


In addition to the awards already mantioned, Mr. Weese 
received two design awards from PROGRESSIVE ARCHITECTURE 
and an Honorable Mantion in the F.D.R. Memorial Com- 
petition. His architectural commissions include a 
United States Embassy in Ghana and the Arena Theatre 

in the urban renewal district of Southwest Washington. 


He was a member of the A.I.A. Committee on Community 
Planning in Washington, D.C. 
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VINCENT GEORGE KLING 


Mr. Kling was born in East Orange, New Jersey in 
1916 and was educated at Columbia University where 
he received his B. Arch degree, and M.I.T. where he 
received his M. Arch degree. 


Since 1947 he has headed his own architectural office 
in Philadelphia, and in the past 15 years of practice 
has completed more than 300 buildings - with an aggre- 
gate value of more than $350,000,000. His buildings 
are located in the United States and abroad, and in- 
clude an Embassy in Ecuador commissioned under the 
United States State Department Embassy Program. 


Mr. Kling has been the recipient of some 82 medals, 
honors and awards for his designs, including a First 
Honor Award from the Anerican Institute of Architects. 
He is at present a visiting critic at the Pennsylvania 
State University and Ciemson College. His articles in 
architectural trade journals have been widely pub- 
lished. 


Mr. Kling is a Fellow of the American Institute of 
Architects, a member of a number of national A.I.A. 
committees including the Committee on Hospitals and 
Health and the A.1I.A. National Committee on the Pro- 
fession. He is a trustee and board member of the 
Episcopal Academy, a trustee of the University of 
Pennsylvania, and a trustee of the Fontainebleau Fine 
Arts and Music School (France). 
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
